REPORT. 


To  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Pennsylvania . 

Gentlemen — By  an  act  of  Assembly,  passed  the  16th  day  of 
March,  1832,  the  State  Treasurer  is  required  to  prepare  and  lay 
before  the  General  Assembly  at  the  commencement  of  each  session, 
a  report  on  the  subject  of  the  finances  of  the  commonwealth.  In 
obedience  to  the  provisions  of  said  act,  the  following  exhibit  is 
respectfully  submitted : 

In  submitting  this  report,  the  State  Treasurer  has  eonfined  himself 
to  subjects  immediately  connected  with  the  finances  of  the  state,  and 
the  means  necessary  to  preserve  its  credit;  as  the  matter  contained 
in  this  report  must  of  necessity  be  condensed,  for  a  more  detailed 
statement  permit  me  to  refer  the  Legislature  to  the  several  reports  of 
the  Auditor  General,  Commissioners  of  the  Internal  Improvement 
fund,  Canal  Commissioners’  report,  and  the  report  of  the  State  Trezw- 
surer,  which  is  required  to  be  made  to  the  Legislature  per  act  of  20th 
of  March,  1811. 

In  the  report  now  submitted,  I  will,  in  the  first  place,  refer  the 
Legislature  to  the  tabular  statements  to  be  found  appended  to  it,  with 
the  respective  explanations : 

1.  The  amount  of  state  debt. 

2.  The  amount  of  public  property. 

3.  The  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  financial  year,  ending  3 1st 

October,  1838. 

4.  An  estimate  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  financial 
year,  ending  31st  October,  1839. 

5.  Appropriations,  and  balances  of  appropriations,,  unpaid  31st 
October,  1838,  with  an  estimate  of  the  amount  likely  to  be  called  for 
during  the  year  ending  31st  October,  1839. 

In  submitting  this  report  to  the  Legislature,  the  State  Treasurer, 
from  a  sense  of  official  duty,  is  constrained  to  say  that  the  finances 
of  the  commonwealth  are  in  a  most  deranged  condition. 

The  very  large  appropriations  made  per  act  of  the  14th  April, 
1838,  and  minor  appropriations  made  by  other  acts,  depending  in 
part  on  the  balances  in  the  Treasury  on  the  31st  October,  1837,  and 
in  part  on  temporary  loans  for  liquidation,  kept  the  treasury  for  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  in  a  very  exhausted  state. 

The  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  31st  October,  1837,.  amounting 
to  82,220,135  74,  was  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  appropriations 
above  alluded  to  ;  and  the  further  sum  of  8775,000  was  procured  on 


•temporary  loans,  and  applied  to  the  same  objects ;  leaving  a  balance 
in  the  treasury  on  the  31st  October,  1838,  of  $99,359  30. 

On  the  above  date  of  31st  October,  1838,  there  was  unpaid  of  the 
appropriation  per  act  of  11th  April,  1838,  viz  :

The  above  balances  of  the  appropriations  per  act  of  the  14th  April, 
1838,  unpaid,  together  with  the  various  local  appropriations,  under 
the  heads  of  Colleges  and  Academies,  Common  Schools,  Peniten¬ 
tiaries  and  miscellaneous  objects,  after  applying  all  the  available 
means  of  the  treasury  for  the  succeeding  year  to  their  liquidation,  will 
leave  a  balance  due  and  unpaid  on  the  31st  October,  1839,  amounting 
to  $2,791,254  39. 

But  even  the  above  deficit  does  not  meet  all  the  liabilities  of  the 
commonwealth.  There  is  no  amount  in  the  estimate  of  the  State 
Treasurer  for  the  ordinary  repairs,  which  will  not  be  less  than 
$350,000  or  $400,000 ;  this  will  increase  the  deficit  to  $3,1 51,254  39. 
There  is  another  item  which  may  or  may  not  be  chargeable  to  the 
commonwealth,  the  amount  of  which  is  unknown,  and  its  character 
undefined.  I  allude  to  the  repair  on  the  Frankstown  breach  ;  of  this 
I  will  say  more  hereafter. 

Thus  the  Legislature  will  have  to  provide  funds  to  meet  prior  defi¬ 
ciencies,  and,  including  the  sum  necessary  for  repairs,  the  succeeding 
year  $3,151,254  39,  before  making  an  appropriation  to  our  internal 
improvements,  or  to  objects  of  any  other  character. 

In  making  up  the*  state  debt,  I  have  charged  the  state  with  all 
moneys  for  which  she  is  liable,  and  is  bound  to  pay.  'Phis  sum  is 
real,  and  must  be  paid  when  demanded. 

With  respect  to  the  state  property,  much  of  it  is  and  always  will 
be  unavailable.  In  accordance  with  custom,  I  have  this  year  added  to 
the  state  property  the  several  sums  expended  on  public  improve¬ 
ments,  which,  from  its  application  to  detached  works,  will  not  be 
available  to  the  state  in  form  of  revenue  for  years,  and  some  probably 
never  will  be.  By  referring  to  the  estimated  receipts  of  moneys 
likely  to  come  into  the  Treasury,  as  appears  from  the  report  of  last 
year,  submitted  to  the  Legislature  at  the  commencement  of  the  session 
of  1837-38,  you  will  find  the  estimates  have  been  generally  sus¬ 
tained,  with  the  exception  of  tolls.  This  item  of  revenue  was  calcu¬ 
lated  to  yield  $1,250,000;  the  actual  receipts  into  the  Treasury 
were  $959,336  32,  being  $290,663  68  less  than  the  estimate,  and 
$16,014  17  less  than  the  collection  from  the  same  source  last  year. 
This  deficit  to  be  accounted  for  in  part  to  the  breach  in  the  canal  be¬ 
tween  Huntingdon  and  Hollidaysburg,  and  part  to  other  causes. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  financial  year  ending  31st 
October,  1839,  being  taken  from  data  of  former  years,  are  beliewd 
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*  • 

to  be  sufficiently  correct  for  sound  legislation,  although  perfect  accu¬ 
racy  cannot  be  expected  in  estimates. 

As  the  unpaid  balances  of  the  appropriations  pel  act  of  14th  April, 

1838,  and  the  balances  from  preceding  sessions,  will  absorb  all  the 
money  coming  into  the  Treasury,  for  some  time,  and  leave  a  deficit, 
it  will  be  incumbent  on  the  Legislature  to  provide  funds  toj  meet  the 
following  claims,  as  they  become  due  : 

1st.  The  deficit  in  the  Treasury  to  meet  the  balances  unpaid  on 
appropriation,  per  act  of  14th  April,  1838,  including  the  balance  on 
hand,  and  the  application  of  $125,000  yet  to  be  received,  will  be 
between  the  31st  October,  1838,  and  the  1st  of  February,  1839,  say 
$300,000. 

2d.  A  part  of  the  Stock  Loan  of  the  30th  March,  1824,  payable 
on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1839,  $220,000. 

3d.  To  pay  interest  on  loans  pertaining  to  internal  improvements, 
and  other  loans,  payable  1st  February,  1839,  $600,000. 

4th.  To  pay  balance  of  Stock  Loan,  per  act  of  30th  March,  1824, 
due  1st  May,  1839,  $380,000, 

5th.  To  pay  loan  per  act  of  7th  December,  1829,  due  1st  May, 

1839,  $90,000. 

6th.  By  act  of  16th  June,  1836,  the  Governor  was  authorized  to 
borrow  $200,000,  to  be  applied  to  public  improvements,  which  was 
re-imbursable  within  one  year  after  it  was  negociated. 

The  above  sum  of  $200,000  was  borrowed  by  the  Governor,  and 
received  into  the  Treasury  as  follows  :  21st  July,  1837,  $50,000  ; 
1st  September,  1837,850,000;  28th  November,  1837,  $50,000; 
18th  January,  1838,  $50,000.  By  the  44th  section  of  the  act  of  16th 
April,  1838,  the  Governor  was  directed  to  pay  this  amount.  It  has 
not  been  paid,  and  is  a  debt  due  and  payable  by  the  State  at  any  time. 

7th.  The  temporary  loan  authorized  per  act  of  14th  April,  1838, 
has  all  been  borrowed  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  at  several  pe¬ 
riods  during  the  last  financial  year,  between  the  18th  June,  1^38, 
and  the  31st  October,  1838,  and  will  all  be  payable  within  the  said 
periods  in  1839,  viz.  $600,000, 

8th.  Temporary  loan  per  third  section  of  the  act  of  14th  April, 

1838,  was  negociated  by  the  Governor  on  the  18th  of  October,  1838, 
and  will  be  due  and  payable  on  the  18th  October,  1839,  $200,000. 

By  the  legislation  of  the  last  two  or  three  sessions,  there  has  been 
added  to  the  permanent  expenditures  of  the  Treasury,  several  heavy 
items.  For  Common  School  purposes  there  was  directed  to  be  paid, 
in  addition  to  the  annual  appropriation  of  $200,000  of  former  years, 
the  sum  of  gl  08,919,  (being  the  interest  on  the  surplus  revenue,) 
for  the  present  school-year,  ending  1st  June,  1839,  and  one  dollar  for 
each  taxable  annually  thereafter.  The  number  of  taxables  are  to  be 
returned  to  the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  on  the  1st  April, 

1839,  and  are  estimated  to  amount  to  $350,000;  thus  this  item  will 
be  increased  $150,000. 
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*There  is  due  to  Common  Schools  from  balance  of  last 
year,

Of  this  sum,  it  is  probable  §450,000  may  be  called  for  within  the 
jrear. 

Per  act  of  12th  April,  1838,  there  was  appropriated  to  Colleges, 

(icademies  and  Female  Seminaries,  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  several 
pecific  sums  which,  in  the  aggregate,  will  amount  to  about  $40,000 
Annually. 

The  item  of  pensions  and  gratuities,  have  greatly  increased  within 
A  few  years,  and  continue  to  increase  with  rapidity.  In  1835,  the 
Annual  amount  paid  was  about  $30,000 — this  year,  about  $50,000. 

That  item  of  expense  estimated  under  the  head  “Miscellaneous,” 
has  increased  to  the  very  large  amount  of  $120,785  78.  This  sum 
Is  made  up  of  various  appropriations,  for  the  character  of  which  per¬ 
mit  to  refer  you  to  statement  ‘C.’  ' 

You  will  perceive  by  referring  to  the  receipts  of  the  fiscal  year  end¬ 
ing  31st  October,  1838,  that  there  was  paid  into  the  Treasury, 
$2,769,087  29,  including  the  sum  of  $775,000  borrowed  on  tempo¬ 
rary  loans,  and  including  also  §264,722  39,  received  on  Bank  bonus¬ 
es,  and  interest  on  surplus  revenue.  If,  from  the  first  sum,  you  de¬ 
duct  the  two  last  items,  being  extraordinary  revenue,  you  have  the 
amount  of  receipts  of  revenue  of  an  ordinary  and  permanent  char¬ 
acter,  $1,729,363  90.- 

Permit  me  to  refer  you  to  the  estimated  receipts  for  the  year  ending 
31st  October,  1839,  amounting  to  $2,124,100,  to  which  add  the  bal¬ 
ance  in  the  Treasury  on  the  31st  October,  1838,  $99,359  30,  making 
together  $2,223,459  30.  The  expenditures  for  the  same  period  will 
amount  to  $5,014,713  69,  which  v^ll  leave  a  deficit  of  $2,791,254  39, 
without  including  the  amount  necessary  for  ordinary  repairs.  In  the 
receipts  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  I  have  not  added  the  fourth  instal- 
nent  of  the  surplus  revenue,  payable  to  the  several  States  on  the  1st 
anuary,  1839,  as  the  strong  probability  is,  it  will  not  be  received, 
’or  further  information  on  the  subject,  I  refer  you  to  the  annexed  let- 
er  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

In  this,  as  well  as  in  my  former  report,  I  have  undertaken  to  show 
hat  the  ordinary  expenditures  exceed  the  ordinary  revenue,  and  that 
he  deficit  was  met  by  incidental  revenue,  which  was  neither  perma- 
ent  in  its  character,  nor  of  such  a  nature  that  it  could  be  safely 
elied  on  to  meet  demands  that  were  yearly  increasing. 

This  incidental  revenue,  including  the  bonus  received  on  charter¬ 
ing  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  by  the  State,  the  several  bonuses 
Received  for  the  remharter  of  other  banks,  and  the  surplus  revenue 
Received  from  the  United  States,  has  all  been  received  and  expended, 
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and,  hereafter,  the  Treasury  will  have  to  depend  on  its  ordinary  re* 
sources  to  meet  its  expenditures. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  amount  the  common  ex* 
penditures  exceed  that  of  the  common  revenue  during  the  last  finan* 
cial  year.

The  only  item  of  revenue  on  which  we  can  rely  for  any  increase, 
is  that  of  Canal  tolls  ;  this  increase,  however,  will  not  meet  the  ne¬ 
cessary  demands.  Our  ordinary  revenue  will  not  amount  to  more  than 
SI, 900, 000,  or  §2,000,000  annually,  at  least  for  one  or  two  years 
to  coum,  under  the  most  prosperous  circumstances,  while  our  per¬ 
manent  expenditures  will  not  hereafter  fall  short  of  $2,500,000,  or 
$2,800,000.  To  resort  to  loans  to  meet  this  deficit  the  permanent 
debt  of  the  State  will  be  increased,  and  the  interest  on  these  loans 
will  evidently  increase  the  deficit  yearly.  If  it  is  likewise  consider¬ 
ed  a  matter  of  importance  to  carry  on  the  extension  of  the  improve¬ 
ments  and  the  Legislature  finally  determine  so  to  do,  it  will  make  it 
still  more  imperative  on  them  to  provide  ways  and  means  to  meet 
the  interest  that  will  result  from  borrowing  money  for  this  purpose. 

This  deficit  should  be  permanently  provided  for.  If  the  State  has 
not  funds  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  upon  it,  they  should  be 
raised  by  taxation.  If  there  was  no  higher  motive  to  influence  this 
question  than  a  desire  to  preserve  the  State  credit  to  be  used  here¬ 
after,  it  is  believed  a  system  of  taxation  sufficient  for  the  emergency 
is  recommended  by  the  soundest  principles  of  good  policy.  In  re¬ 
sorting  to  taxation,  if  the  Legislature  should  think  such  a  course  ad¬ 
visable,  I  think  equitable  justice  and  good  policy  would  require  that 
the  agricultural  interest  of  the  State  should  bear  no  portion  of  the 
burden. 

It  is  a  fact  well  known  that  this  class  of  citizens  sustain  the  whole 
expense  of  county  rates  for  county  purposes,  which  is  more  than 
their  equitable  share;  we  have  in  Pennsylvania  a  large  amount  of 
property  in  stocks,  and  money  from  which  a  handsome  revenue  might 
be  raised,  without  injury  or  embarrassment  to  those  concerned. 

The  State  Treasurer  makes  this  suggestion  in  accordance  with  the 
first  section  of  the  act  of  Assembly,  passed  the  16th  day  of  March, 
1832,  which  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  suggest  plans  for 
the  support  of  public  credit  and  for  improving  or  increasing  the  re¬ 
venues  from  time  to  time.  I  leave  this  matter  to  the  good  sense  of 
the  Legislature. 

With  respect  to  the  claims  for  money  expended  on  the  breach  in 
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the  canal  between  Huntingdon  and  Hollidaysburg,  the  amount  of 
which  is  unknown  to  the  State  Treasurer,  and  the  character  of  which 
claims  he  is  unable  to  define,  he  will  quote  the  words  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution  having  a  bearing  on  the  subject. 

The  twenty-first  section  of  the  first  article  of  the  Constitution 
says  “  no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  but  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  appropriations  made  by  law.” 

The  money  expended  on  the  breach  (obtained  by  means  neither 
known  to  the  Constitution  nor  the  existing  laws,)  was  not  actually 
drawn  from  the  Treasury,  yet  it  was  got  on  the  faith  and  credit  of 
the  State,  and  the  intention  of  the  lender  and  lendee,  was  evidently, 
that  the  State  Treasury  was  made  liable  for  the  amount  by  the  trans¬ 
action. 

The  twenty-first  section  of  the  .Constitution  was  assigned  to  fix 
the  definite  powTers  of  the  several  branches  of  Government  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  its  money  concerns,  so  that  one  power  might  not  with  impuni¬ 
ty  usurp  the  powers  of  .the  other. 

The  power  of  drawing  money  from  the  Treasury  was  considered 
of  sueh  intrinsic  importance  by  the  framers  of  the  Constitution,  as 
to  deem  it  unsafe  to  trust  it  in  any  other  hands  than  the  immediate 

r 

Representatives  of  the  people,  and  it  is  a  power  of  too  sacred  a  char¬ 
acter  to  be  violated  on  any  occasion,  and  particularly  so  when  there 
was  a  plain  Constitutional  mode  of  avoiding  it. 

The  Legislature  might  have  been  convened  and  the  money  legiti¬ 
mately  obtained  at  a  trifling  expense  as  to  money  and  with  little  loss 
as  to  time,  but  money  should  not  weigh  for  one  moment  against  an 
open  and  palpable  violation  of  the  Constitution  by  those  who  are 
sworn  to  be  guided  by  its  provisions. 

I  have  thus  only  glanced  at  the  matter,  in  order  that  the  Legislature 
might  understand  why  I  did  not  put  it  in  my  estimates.  Being  ob¬ 
tained  without  authority  of  law,  the  State  Treasurer  could  neither 
receive  the  money  nor  recognize  accounts  predicated  upon  it.  In 
conclusion,  I  will  mention  that  the  sum  of  $350,000  for  repairs  of 
canals  and  rail  roads  is  intended  to  meet  the  oridinary  repairs  alone, 
if  the  Canal  Commissioners  report  any  extraordinary  repairs,  it  will 
require  further  provision.
